Saskatchew'an amV .Mherta, now has a 
total membership of 12.1,000 farmers.

acres sown to wheat last year In the 
three prairie provinces. It Is hand- 
linR the sale of the Rroater part of tho 
wheat production of ('anuda. snd Can¬ 
ada aIn>Mdy exports more wheat than 
any other country In the world. 

The lai'Rest proportion of the wheat 
Is sold by a central jielllnR uRoncy to 
Importers 

countries of tho world and Us own rep 
reacntatlros In 61 ports of the world. ^ 
The fumln which accrue from the sales 
are disbursed to the members of tho 
three fiool.s. This metiusi of hamT 
liiiR wlfcoat provides a lurge volume j 
throuRh ono agency and reduces tlio 
cost of operation to a minlnmni. i 

The Wheat Pool In Western ('anada 
Is a notable example of the advance* 
ment made by the farmers of this sro. 
Already it has shown the |K>sRlbiUiies 
and advantaRcs of co-operative nlar 
ketlng. The farmer In thn Canadian 
west, who is a member of the Wheal 
Pool, has realized tliat under the old 
system he sold his grain to middie- 
j men who boiiRht It for the express 
' purpo.'ie of making a iiroflt In the re- 
selllnR of It. I’nder the old eystem. 
too. the farmer sold his wheat and 
.took what the market offered. In tho 
jpool system he delivers hla grain when 
j convenient and obtains the average 
price of tho selling |M*riod. together 
^wUh the saving In the handling costs. 
.The pool price to every member Is the 
price at Fort William, less handling 
icharRes and fr«*lglu charges. The lai 
ter, of course, vary according to tho 
length of tho haul. 

With tho development of Canada’s 
ngrlcuUuial areas, only one-flfth of 
which are as yet under f iiltlvutlon. the 
growth of the Canadian Wheat Pool 
may reach a magnitude never before 
.conceived In co-opemtive marketing. 


Experiment Conducted At the Central 
Farm at Ottawa 

Tlyj pasturing of hogs on clover, 
Japanese millet and sweet clover was 
nisfie the subject of an experiment 
carried on I^st year by tho Dominion 
animal husbandmiin at the central 
farm at Ottawa. The test coverwl a 
I»erlod of sixty qino days from June 6, 
during forty-Awo of which tho hogs 
got skitn milk and clover pasture and 
during the remaining twenty seven 
flays they were fed skim-milk, Japan¬ 
ese millet nnd sweet clover, besides 
the regular rations, which consisted of 
two parts oats, one part corn, one part 
middlings, one part bran, flvo per <^nt. 
tankage, and three per omt. ollnieal. 
In the twenty-seven day perlofi the 
amount of bran was reduced by half.
